2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
art - Fukuda et al. US 6,532,262 B1, Chiang et al., A new rate Control Scheme Using 
Quadratic Rate Distortion Model, IEEE, 1996, pgs. 73-76, Hanamura et al. US 
6,587,508 B1 and Blinn, Quantization Error and Dithering, IEEE Computer Graphics 
and Applications, 1994, Pgs. 78-82 fail to teach the limitations of Applicant's claimed 
invention: a linear regression unit to generate a quantizer estimate from input values of 
prior quantizer selections and coding rates, first memory to store predetermined values 
of quantizer selections and coding rates, the table indexed by a complexity indicator 
signal, second memory to store quantizer selections and coding rates of previously 
coded P pictures, and a selector selectively coupling an input to the linear regression 
unit to the first memory when a picture type signal indicates an I picture and to the 
second memory when the picture type signal indicates a P picture.
